A  King  Who 
Forgot  God's  Help 

Amaziah,  the  ninth  king  of  Ju¬ 
dah,  began  to  reign  at  the  age  of 
25  and  he  reigned  for  29  year*.  H# 
did  that  which  was  right  in  the 
sight  of  God.  but  he  did  not  hav* 
a  perfect  heart. 

He  found  in  his  kingdom  3,000 
choice  men  above  20  who  were 
able  to  go  to  war  against  Edom. 
He  also  hired  100,000  young  men 
out  of  Israel  snd  paid  them  100 
talents  of  silver.  . 

But  a  man  of  God  came  to  him 
and  said.  "O  king,  le».  not  the 
army  of  Israel  go  with  thee,  for 
the  Lord  is  not  with  Israel  ”  The 
man  of  God  told  Amsriah  to-  go 
with  his  own  men  and  the  I»rd 
would  lead  him  to  victory ^ 

But  Amaziah  inquired,  ”B  u  t 
what  shall  we  do  for  *he  hundred 
talents  whlrh  I  have  given  to  the 
army  of  Israel?” 

The  man  of  God  answered,  “The 
Lord  Is  able  to  give  thee  much 
more  than  this.”  Then  Amaziah 
sent  the  arjny  which  came  out  of 
Ephraim  home  again.  He  strength¬ 
ened  himself  and  led  3.000  men 
against  the  children  of  Seir  With 
God's  help,  they  smote  10.000  of 
the  enemy  and  led  another  10,000 
away  as  captives. 

Now  after  that  Amaziah  forgot 
the  goodness  of  God.  He  brought 
back  from  Seir  the  gods  of  the 
children  of  Seir  He  set  these  gods 
up  to  be  his  gods.  He  bowed  down 
to  worship  them  and  burned  in¬ 
cense  to  them.

SOUTH  KOREA  REQUESTS 
mopp.  MISSIONARIES

I  wish  all  of  our  great  Baptist 
fellowship  the  world  around  could 
have  shared  the  privilege  that  was 
mine  last  night  1  worshipped  at 
the  little  Pil  Dong  Baptist  Church 
near  here  ia  Seoul.  There  arc 
only  two  Baptiste  churches  la 
Seoul,  and  the  PH  Dong  Is  the 
larger  of  the  two. 

It  was  a  typical  midireek  serv¬ 
ice.  The  confregatioe,  numbering 
arvuad  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five.  filed  in  quietly  at  "early 
candlelight”.  The  people  hers  be¬ 
gin  their  church  services  by  the 
close  of  the  day  rather  than  by 
the  clock. 

As  the  congregation 
each  one  who  had  on 
moved  them  just  outside  the  door, 
and  upon  entering  the  improvised 
sanctuary  took  his  seat  oa  the 
bare  floor.  I  removed  my  shoes, 
too,  as  did  Dr  John  Abernathy 
whom  I  accompanied  to  the  serv¬ 
ice. 

I  brought  a  brief  message,  but 
was  not  able  to  speak  with  free¬ 
dom  because  we  had  no  one  to 
interpret  adequately  A  young  man 
labored  at  the  task,  hut  his  wn- 
familiaiity  with  Christian  termi¬ 
nology  mrde  his  task  too  great  I 
did  get  before  them  John  2:16,  I 
hope,  and  that,  along  with  the 
message  of  the  pastor,  I  pray, 
will  ikA  be  soon  forgotten. 

There  are  now  la  South  Korea 
about  150  Baptist  churches.  There 
were  only  46  churches  la  1651 
when  Dr.  Abernathy  came  to  Ko¬ 
rea  from  Manila.  This  means  that 
the  number  of  churches  has  al¬ 
most  quadrupled  la  two  years— a 
record  that  may  be  unsurpassed 
in  missionary  endeavor.  "I  be¬ 
lieve  that  we  have  more  risible 
results  to  show  for  (he  time  and 
money  invested,  In  the  light  of  the 
fewness  of  the  missionaries,  than 
perhaps  In  any  field  where  South¬ 
ern  Baptiste  are  working,”  said 
Dr  John  A.  Abernathy  In  speak¬ 
ing  of  the  phenomenal  growth  of 
the  work  here.  The  total  member- 
*hm  of  the  churches  ia  South  Ko¬ 


rea  alone  now  numbers  around  26,- 
066 

There  were  reported  ai  many  as 
150  Baptist  churches  ia  North  Ko¬ 
rea,  when  the  Communists  took 
over.  Now  nothing  ia  known  of  the 
state  of  the  work  there  (My  a 
few  of  the  pastors  were  unable  to 
escape  to  South  Korea,  and  the 
stories  they  told  of  persecution*, 
and  tortures,  and  the  killing  of 
oar  leaders,  is  heartbreaking
